Advocates of the “City Beautiful” 
have evolved a plan for the creation of 
a park on the river ‘rent, embracing the 
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plot of ground between the Levee and 
Commercial street, now occupied by old 
buildings, many of which have been con- 
demned. 

The plan is for the city to purchase 
the. property, much of which is now 
owned by the Terminal Association and 
the Shaw estate, and convert it into a 
river front park. Park Commissioner 
Scanlan and the Civic League have been 
advocating this plan for some time. © 

A bill giving the city power to acquire 
the property probably will be intro- 
duced in the Municipal Assembly with- 
in the next few days.

His impression, he said, was that it was given either during the campaign of 
Henry Ziegenhein for Mayor, or in some subsequent municipal campaign. 
LARGE SUMS PAID TO BROKER. 

Mr. Ruf also charged in his protest that certain large sums of money 
were wrongfully paid to James Campbell, the broker, who was then chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the Missouri-Edison. One item is for $10,000, 
another for $7000, and another for $200. 

The items, aggregating’ $17,200, charged. to “license and franchise” ac- 
count, Mr. Pike says, represent sums of money paid to Mr. Campbell, in the 
settlement of the claim of the General Electric Co., whose patents the Missouri 
£dison was using in the manufacture and distribution of electricity. 

Mr. Ruf obtained his information on these matters from a report on the 
books of the Missouri-Edison Co., made by Jones, Caesar & Co., certified ac: 
countants. He said he was never able to find out for what purpose the 
stockholders’ money represented in these itenis was used. 

“T do not recall clearly all the facts in connection with the money 
charged to ‘legislation,’” said Mr. Pike, “but the two items together represent 
a contribution of the Missouri Edison Co. to a Republican city canvass. 

“I do not recall now, it has been so long ago, just how the money came 
to be contributed, but most of our peoeple were Republicans. Neither can I 
recall when it was given, but my recoliction is that it was paid during som 
city campaign—perhaps when Ziegenhein was running for Mayor, or it might 
have been at a subsequent election. 

“I do not know, however, that this was the only political contribution ever 
made by the company. The books of the Missouri-Edison Co. ought to show 
when the money was paid out. 

“At the time the contribution was made it was a difficult matter to de- 
termine how to enter it on the books. It was finally charged to ‘legislation.’ 

“At the time of the entering of the item the word ‘legislation’ was not sig- 
nificant. I can see how, in the light of subsequent developments in St. Louis, 
it might be taken to mean something entirey different. 

“The Missouri-Edison Co. paid no money for legislation. I was called be- 








Two bird families, nine thrushes and 
eight robins, battled for possession of 
a tree in which both had built nests at 
East Alton Monday. When the fight 
was over the 17 birds lay dead at the 
foot of the tree. 

The story of the strange battle and 
its outcomé is vouched for by Charles 
Ferguson. Postmaster of East Alton, 
and by Edward Balster, owner of the 
farm on which the disputed tree stands. 
Mr, Ferguson is widely Known as a 
naturalist. 

Early in the spring he observed that 
a brown thrush and a robin had select- 
ed the fork of a maple tree as a nest- 
ing place. 

Nests Side by Side. 

He watched the two pairs of birds. 
At first they seemed to be at war with 
each other for possession of the tree 
fork, but a truce apparently was de- 
clared and they built their nests side 
by side, so close that they touched. 

He kept close wat¢h on the birds,’ ob- 
serving their movements through a 
powerful fleld glass. 

Seemed on Good Terms. 

All went well until the little birds 
came. Then Mrs. Thrush and Mrs. 
Robin had the inevitable spats about 
their children. 

The young robins would hop over into 
nextdoor birdy flats and steal | the 
choice worms which Papa Thrush had 
brought home for his babies. 

When the thrushlings were large 
enough they retaliated by making raids 


the bugs which Mamma Robin had put 
away for breakfast. 

Soon the parents were drawn into the 
feud. Mrs. Thrush and Mrs. Robin 
tried to scratch each other and their 
husbands were not on speaking terms. 

Sometimes they would meet while in 
search of food and one or the other 
would come home with scalp wounds. 

Monday was the great day—the day 
that both broods were able to leave their 
nests and fly to the branches above. 

There was the battlefield. Thrush- 
lings and baby robins fought for pos- 
session of the choicest roosting places. 
Their papas and mammas went to take 
their part. 

Fiercely they fought, pecking at each 
other's eyes and sinking their sharp 
bills in each other's chests.

“She was of low birth, her husband 
having been a mere financier, but her 
money looked good to me and I proposed 
marriage. Naturally to a woman of her 
inferior class such an offer coming from 
a member of the nobility was most flat- 
tering. 


“Under the German law a wife be- 
comes jointly responsible for her hus- 
band’s debts.

The words “legitimate” and “paid” are 
not in the charter requirement as quall- 
fiers of circulation; but it fs highly 
Probable that the courts will held that 
only circulation that is paid for by sub- 
scribers is legitimate under the charter 
requirement.

“uniform;” that is, every day for a 
period equal to the contract term imme- 
diately before the filtng of the bid.

Anything short of this is 
mere playing into the hands of special interests 
and will defer indefinitely the regulation of pub- 
lic service corporations.

To Rescue the Drowned. 
To the Editor of the t gst-Dispatch. 

It seems very strange that in looking over the 
pages of your valuable paper one. frequently sees 
where some unfortunate person loses hig Hfe from 
drowning. If the rescuers would use proper treat- 
ment I cannot see why so many are lost. Seeing in 
yesterday’s Post-Dispatch the case of John Sperber 
losing his life in the Mississippi River and the effort 
of his sister to restore }ife and failing, prompts me 
to write the following, which every man and woman 
should memorize, as it may be-the means of saving 
many vin restoring a drowning person to lIffe: First 
keep a cool head and go to work. Remove the froth 
and mucus from the mouth, and instantly loosen all 
clothing; hold body a moment so water will run 
from lungs and windpipe; turn patient on face down 
hill, step astride the hips, your face towards the 
head; lock your fingers together under the abdomen: 
raise the body as high as you can without lifting 
the forehead from the ground; give the body a 
smart jerk to remove the accumulation of mucus 
in the throat and water from the windpipe; hold the 
body suspended long enough to count five slowly; 
repeat jerk three or four times; grasp the shoulders 
by the clothing and raise the body as high as pos- 
sible without lifting forehead from ground; hold 
long enough to count three slowly. Replace body on 
ground with head in bent arm, neck straightened out, 
mouth and nose free; place your elbews between 
your knees and your hands upon the side of the 
chest over the lower ribs, and press downward and 
inward with increasing force long enough to slowly 
count two; then suddenly let go.. Grasp the shoulders 
as before and raise the chest, then press upon the 
ribs, ete. These should be repeated 10 or 15 times a 
minute until breathing is restored. Don’t give up. 
When breathing commences, and not before, get pa- 
tient covered to restore animal heat; wrap in warm 
blankets; apply hot bottles of water or hot bricks; 
Warm the head nearly as fast ag the body. When 
patient can swallow give hot coffee, tea, milk or

On Feb. 23, while the old liner 
was making pretty heavy weather of it 
in a stiff northerly gale, we came upon 
the British barkentine Hebe, which was 
efiying a- signal of distress from the 
stump of one of her three masts, which | 
had all gone by the boards. 

A very heavy sea was running and 
the thermometer was fiuctuating 
around the zero mark, which necessar- 
ily made an attempt to rescue the 
twelve or fourteen men we could make 
out on her decks a somewhat hazard- 
ous task. 

Nevertheless our skipper determined 
not to leave the locality without lower- 
ing a boat, 

We manoevered up to windward of 
the disabled sailing ship and after some 
difficulty got the port quarter boat into 
the potmding seas. 

I stood in the stern sheets and 
watched the six sturdy seamen under 
me put all their strength into the tug 
on the heavy oars, and as they suc- 
ceeded well in keeping the little craft 
from going beam on to the seas, from 
which there was the greatest danger of 
eapsizing, I had strong hopes that we 
would make the wallowing cripple al 


right. 
The boat was within a couple of 


jack, while third officer of the 
steamship Ems, headed the boat 


which set out to rerscue the crew of 
the barkentine H+ve, dismasted off 
Newfoundland on Washington's birth- 
day. 18 years ago. It was during zero

Physicians do not often mention it, simply because they 
know so little for certain about it. By the old anatomists it was called 
the Great Sympathetic, because it was imagined to distribute feelings all 
ever the body, thereby causing the head to ache out of sympathy with the 
stomach when it is sour, says Dr. William Hanna Thompson in Every- 
body’s, 


Both the cells and the fibers of this system differ in numerous. partic- 
ulars from those of the spinal cord and brain, and it may briefly be de- 
scribed as consisting of three divisions. The first division presents a long 
chain of nervous masses called ganglia, which lie on either side of the 
spine from the kead down. These ganglia are connected together by 
Strands of their sort of nerve fibers, while others of them pass to make 
connections with the spinal cord, the medulla oblongata, and the brain. 
The second division consists of ganglia, or masses of ganglia lying behind 
the important organs, such as the heart, etc., which they are said to in- 
nervate. The largest of these is called the solar plexus, lying behind the 
stomach, which innervates the liver, spleen, stomach, and intestines. Other 
important ganglia innervate the kidneys and the pelvic organs. The third 
division of this system consists of numberless small ganglia distributed to 
every part of the body, and all.connected with one another, Auerbach’s 
plexus in the walis of the alimentary canal from the esophagus down 
alone counting many thousands, whose relations are doubtless of much im- 
portance to the functions of the digestive glands, and thus to the composi- 
tion of the blood. 
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DRY MILK, THE NEW FOOD. 
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T IS a well-recognized fact that the curse of milk is water. This is not said 

| facetiously, for while we scall speak later of what is sometimes called the 

baptism of milk we now allude only to the water which it contains as it 

comes from the cow. This water, however, is 87 per cent of the bulk, so that it 

Can be seen at once that cow’s milk must be considered highly diluted and there- 
fore correspondingly unnutritious food, says A. C. Robinson in Outing. 

The fundamental idea of dry milk is simply to remove this 87 per cent of 
water. The process by which this is accomplished is very simple. The milk as 
soon as possible after it comes from the cow—in most cases an hour or two—is 
passed without preliminary treatment, physical or chemical, except straining, 
over polished steel rollers in a thin sheet. The rollers are heated to a temper- 
ature of 240 degrees Fabr., and the milk remains on them only about two and 
one-half seconds. It comes off the rollers a dry powder containing less moist- 
ure than flour, only 5 or 6 per cent. It is then packed in boxes or barrels and 
can be shipped far or near as required. Its chemical composition has been un- 
changed and it wi!l now keep for an indefinite perfod, or untfl the re-addition 
of water. I, myself, have drunk milk more than two years oH. 

In the first place all germs are killel by the température of 240 degrees to 
which the milk is subjected. The milk itself does not suffer any chemical 
change, as in the case of sterilization, on account of the short space of time it 
is subjected to this heat, only two and one-half seconds instead of twenty or 
thirty minutes. Secondly, bacteria develop only in the presence of moisture. It 
has been ascertained thaf there must be 15 per cent motsture for the propaga- 
tion of germs. Now, as dry milk contains only 6 per cent moisture, any germs 
which may subséquently get into the powder cannot develop; hence the milk 
keeps indefinitely or until water is again added. We have therefore, in dry milk 
a food eight times as nutritious as ordinary milk in proportion to its weight, 
and which is absolutely free from bacteria and will remain so.

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SHIELDS FOR MODERN WARRIORS. 


ECENT experiments at Sheffield, England, suggest the possibility that in 
this century shields may once more form an important part of the equip- 
ment of an army. Steel shields three millimeters in thickness, and about 

150 square inches in area have been devised, which afford complete protection 
against bullets fired from the service rifle at a range of 400 yards. The small 
sige Of the shield, which weighs only seven pounds, requires that the soldier 
shall lie prone on the ground in order to be sheltered. Bach shield has a 
loopholé for the rifie, and studs at the sides, so that a series of them can be 
linked tito a continuous screen. The idea is that by the use of such sbields 
tic necéssity of digging trenches may be avoided.—Harper’s Weekly.

HOUSTON, TEX., June 23.—With all 
Hemphill practically divided into two 
armed camps of negroes and whites, 
each bent on exterminating the op- 


posing factions, the race war started in 
Sabine County following the lynching of 
nine negroes promises to become the 
worst in years. 

While no word has been received from 
the scene this morning, it is practically 
certain fighting has occurred and that 
thcre will be much bloodshed before 
order can be restered.

Both Races Are Aroused.
